WEST VIRGINIA UNIVERSITY. 


To THE Hon. E. W. WirsoN, 
Governor of West Virginia: 


Sir:—Herewith is presented the biennial report of the Board of Re- 
gents of the West Virginia University for the years SEN and 1886 as re- 
Goes by law. 


. ATTENDANCE. 


The attendance at the University at the date of the last report was 
96, being the total enrollment for the year 1884. For the year ending 
June, 1885, the total was 107, and for the year ending June, 1886, it 
was 136. Inthe present year the enrollment has already reached a to- 
tal of 149, being the largest attendance at this time in the year since the 
University was established. This is a very gratifying result and indicates 
the increasing confidence of our people in the stability and efficiency of 
the University. It is believed that this confidence will continue and the 
attendance largely increase. One notable sign of the increasing in- 
fluence of the University is the attendance fromthe southern part of 
the State, which has almost doubled in the last two years, so that the 
University can no longer be said to be a local institution, patronized 
only by those who live in its vicinity. 


CHANGES IN THE FACULTY. 


In accordance with the policy indicated in their last report, the 
Board of Regents atthe session held in June, 1885, proceeded to the 
election of a President, and selected Hon. E. M. Turner, of Clarks- 
burg, W. Va., who was unanimously chosen to that office. Mr. Turner 
accepted the "position and entered upon the duties of the office July 1, 
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1885. At the same meeting of the Board, Prof.-Latham's resignation 
was accepted and Prof, Lyon was relieved. This action of the Board 
was deemed necessary in order to restore harmony among the Faculty, 
who, for some time, had been unable to act harmoniously. 

The Board elected Prof. A. R. Whitehill, principal of Linsly Insti- 
tute, Wheeling, to the chair of Chemistry, Physics and Agriculture, 
vacated by Prof. Latham, and Rev. P. B. Reynolds, President of Shelton 
college, St. Albans, to the chair of English, vacated by Prof. Lyon. 
The chair of Rhetoric has been established and its duties assigned to 
the President, thus giving more time to the professor of English to 
devote to the ‘instruction of his classes in the great field of English 
literature. This assignment of the President requires him to have a 
class in rhetoric in the preparatory department. 

The action of the Board has been fully endorsed by the press and 
public, and the result is seen in the largely increased attendance above 
mentioned. “There is now, apparently, no unfavorable criticism, in 
any quarter, of the management of the institution, but, on the con 
trary, a general feeling of confidence and a renewed interest in the 
work of the University as well as a new zeal on the part of the alumni 
and other friends of the institution. 


INCREASE OF THE WORK REQUIRED. 


The increasing attendance at the University will necessarily require, 
in some departments at least, an increase in the amount of teaching. 
This is particularly true of the Preparatory. By reference to the cata- 
logues it will be seen that nearly all new students who, from year to 
year, enter the University, go into that department. This arises from 
the fact that there are a very few schools in the state having a course of 
study far enough advanced to fit young men to enter the University (or 
Collegiate) department. As the attendance increases, the-numbers in 
the Preparatory will increase in proportion. This will, of necessity, 
require additional teaching force in that department. Hitherto the 
work has been required of two teachers. For the last two years, how- 
ever, extra help has been necessary, which has been paid for by these 
teachers themselves, until this year, when the Board passed a resolution 
requiriug the members of the Faculty to provide for this extra teaching. 
This was done because, on account of the deficit in the salary fund, the 
Board did not feel warranted in increasing it by employing additional 
teachers tor the current year. This, however, is only a temporary 
expedient. No two men can efficiently do the work required in the 
preparatory, with the number of students that will, in the future, be in 
that department. It is essential to the successful advancement of 
Preparatory pupils that they should be taught in small classes, where the 
instruction can be made more personal and individual than is possible 
in-large classes. This additional teaching force can be provided at little 
additional expense. In almost every graduating class there are com- 
petent young men who expect to teach for several years before entering 
on their professional work. They can be employed at comparatively 
small salaries and thus increase the efficiency of the preparatory work, 
while fitting themselves at the same time for taking charge of higher 
schools or academies in various parts of the state. On this subject 
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reference is made to the report of President Turner to the Board of 
Regents, a copy of which is filed herewith. 

It is recommeded that for the next year 1887-8, the sum of $800.00 
be appropriated for additional instruction in the preparatory department. 


^" ADDITIONAL PROFESSORSHIPS. 


The policy of the Board is to increase the facilities for instruction as 
rapidly as the finances of the State will permit. There is urgent need 
ofan additional professorship in the department of Applied Mathematics, 
namely, a professorship of Civil, Mechanical and Mining Engineering. 
Inquiries are frequently made, by those wishing such instruction, as to 
the facilities offered by. the University in this department of study. 
Your attention is respectfully called to the report of President Turner. 
on this subject, and also, in connection with it, to the establishment of 


other professorships in the department of science. The University ` 


must gradually enlarge its facilities and range of instruction in the 
various departments of knowledge, if it is to maintain itself abreast of 
the best American colleges and offer to the young men of West Virginia 
advantages measurably equal to those offered by institutions in other 
states. It should be the pride of our people to offer to their sons, 
through their chief educational institution, the best advantages attainable 
for thorough and complete instruction in all the great departments of 
knowledge. 


LIBRARY. 


There is urgent need of an appropriation for rebinding books belong- 
ing to the library. Many of the books have become worn by long use, 
and unless they are rebound, will soon become entirely useless and 
necessitate a large expenditure to replace them. An appropriation of 
$300 is asked for the year 1887 to pay the cost of rebinding these 
books. Also the sum of $1,000 for the year 1888 for purchasing new 
books. The funds at the disposal of the Board heretofore have been. 
entirely inadequate to allow the purchase of even a small proportion of 
the best new books that are annually produced, to say nothing of the 
vast number of standard works in literature and science which ought to 
be on the shelves of every good library. It is earnestly hoped that the 
Legislature will make the appropriation asked for this purpose. 


DWELLINGS FOR PRESIDENT AND PROFESSORS. 


Heretofore the Board of Regents have taken no steps toward the 
erection of houses for the President and Professors. The original act 
establishing the University authorized the Board to erect houses for the 
professors, but it has not been done because of want of funds. Since that 
time the financial condition of the State has been such that the Board 
did not feel justified in asking the Legislature for the necessary appro- 
priation to furnish this important part of the plant of the University. 
The present condition of the University and its future prospects. as well 
as the condition of the finances, justifies the Board in asking that the Leg- 
islature will appropriate a sum sufficient to erect on University grounds 
suitable dwellings for the President and Professors. There is scarcely 
a respectable college in the country, certainly no state University, which 
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has not provided an official residence at least for the chief executive 
officer of the institution. In this purpose an appropriation of $15,000 
is asked, to be appropriated in two installments, one-half payable in the 
appropriation for 1887 and the other half in 1888. 


DORMITORIES. 


The increasing attendance will necessitate making some provision in 
the near future for the lodging of the students. Heretofore, since the 
destruction by fire of the old dormitory building in 1873, the students 
have lodged at private houses in the town. Should the attendance 
continue to increase in the future as it has in the last two years, the 
lodging of the students will become a serious problem, without com- 
peling them to take lodgings at long distances from the University. 
The policy of the Board is to erect, on the University grounds, a 
building sufficient to accommodate the members of the cadet corps and 
place them under military discipline. In this way the most serious 
objections commonly urged against the dormitory system can be obviated. 
The rentals of the rooms thus occupied, after paying the expense of 
maintenance, would be a sourse of revenue to the University and the 
money invested in the building would not be ‘‘dead capital.” In many 
of the larger institutions of learning in the country a large part of the 
revenue is derived from the rent of dormitories occupied by students. 


DEFICIT IN SALARY FUND. 


By referring to the estimate for expenses of the University for the 
year ending June, 1887, it will be seen that there isa deficiency esti- 
mated for, amounting to $3,436 oo. This deficit is on account of the 
election of a President, and is for the payment of his salary, beginning 
July 1, 1885, the date at which President Turner began his work. The 
appropriation for the salary of the Prisident was estimated for in- 
the last report of this Board, but the Legislature declined to make the 
appropriation until a president should be elected. . 


BALANCE IN CURRENT AND CONTINGENT FUND. 


In the report of the executive committee and the treasurer for 1886 
it will be noticed that there remained unexpended in the current and 
contingent fund the sum of $3,561.45. This is the balance which 
ought to have been in that fund at the date of that. report, June, 1886. 
As a matter of fact, however, this has, in part, been borrowed by the 
teachers’ salary fund to supply the deficiency therein mentioned above, 
and, in part, is owing to the fact that a large part of the current and 
cohtingent expenses have been deferred, with the intention of making 
the expenditures for this fund after the amount borrowed by the salary 
fund has been replaced by the deficiency appropriation. So that the 
above balance will be fully required to meet the demands already accrued 
against the current and contingent fund.

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~ SUPBRINTENDENT OF BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 


The Board respectfully recommend a change in the law regarding the 
appointment of Superintendent of Buildings and Grounds. At present 
the law is extremely arbitrary, designating the professor of military 
tactics as the superintendent. Your Excellency can easily see that this 
arbitrary rule precludes the Board from selecting a business man for this 
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duty. The superintendent has charge of large expenditures, on 
grounds and repairs to buildings, etc., and it is essential that the Board 
should have some latitude of choice so as to select, if possible, a person 
having proper business qualifications for this position. It is recom- 
mended, therefore, that section 80 of the school law be amended in the 
second sentence as follows: 

“They shall appoint a superintendent of buildings and grounds, a 
secretary for the said Board, and also a treasurer, who shall be mem- 
bers of the Faculty of the University, and shall not receive any com- 
pensation for services as such superintendent, secretary and treasurer.” 

By this amendrnent the Board will have at least the choice of all the 
members of the Faculty from which to select a properly qualified person 
for superintendent of buildings and grounds. 


REINVESTING THE PERMANENT ENDOWMENT. 


The endowment funds are at present invested in United States bonds 
—a large portion of them in six per cents. These six per cent. bonds 
command a large premium so that, if sold now, it is estimated that the 
endowment would be increased about $25,000.00 from the premiums afore- 
said, the par value of the bonds being $103,000.00; whereas if the bonds 
be held until maturity only their par value well be realized. The policy of 
investing these funds in United States bonds does not now suit the 
conditions under which they stand, owing to the large premium which 
they command. This is illustrated by a single transaction connected 
therewith. In 1883 a $5,000 bond was called in by the United States 
treasury and that amount placed in the hands of the University treasurer. 
This sum being reinvested in 4 per cent. bonds realized only $4, 200,00 
after paying the current premium thereon—a clear loss of $800.00 of 
the endowment. 

We recommend that the law be so amended as to authorize the Gov- 
ernor or the Board of Regents to manage this fund on the usual business 
principles governing such investments, with authority to sell such bonds 
as command a sufficient premium to justify it, and to invest the proceeds 
in county, municipal or other solvent securities of this State or within 
the same, as may be available. Such investments would be safe beyond 
peradventure, as the Legislature and courts of the state will enforce 
payments for such loans. 


THE CADET GORPS. 


The military feature of the University is not only very popular with 
the students, but very beneficial in that it secures regular exercise, grace- 
ful carriage and methodical habits. There being no provision at the 
University for physical culture, such as is afforded to a greater or less 
extent in almost all our good colleges, this feature isindispensable. The 
increasing interest in the matter of physical exercise and development 
among the governing boards of colleges is a recognition of the fact that 
for the best intellectual and moral results a good, sound physical system 
is almost indispensable. Many of the most brilliant and promising 
men who go out of our institutions of learning take with them constitu- 
tions impaired by over-work and want of regular, systematic physical 
exercise, This is a matter of great importance to young men engaged in 
intellectual pursuits, Many of our prominent men have done their life- 
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work in the midst of physical torture, the result of neglect of proper 
attention to physical exercise and culture while young. 

The demand for cadetships the present year, and the unequal allot- 
ment of cadets under the existing law, leads to the recommendation 
that the cadetships should be, apportioned among the counties by popu- 
lation, and not by an arbitrary number, as at present. It is recom- 
mended that the law be amended so as to allow six cadets, instead of 
five, to each Senatorial District, and that the limitation of not more 


than Zhree to any County be repealed. 
REPORTS. 


The report of the Executive Committee and Treasurer, herewith 
presented, will show in detail the financial condition of the University ; E 
and the reports of Chairman Berkeley and President Turner, also filed 
herewith, contain matters of interest as to the internal affairs of the

To the Board of Regents of West Virginia University : 


GENTLEMEN:—In submitting this my first report upon the affairs of the 
University, I beg, first of all, to express my grateful sense of the con- 
fidence reposed in me by your Honorable Body, in my unsolicited and 
unexpected election to the presidency of this institution. Coming as it 
did, I accepted it as a call of duty, not however without many misgivings 
as to my ability to fill the measure even of my own conception of its re- 
sponsibilities and duties, much less to perform them with that complete- 
ness which the condition of affairs seemed to demand. 

Shortly after receiving official notice of your action 1 visited Morgan- 
town and entered formally upon the duties of my position on the first 
day of July, 1885, though much of my time during the vacation was 
necessarily given to the arrangementof my private business so that when 
the active work of the session should begin, I should be free from the 
anxieties of my own affairs. 

The year just closing has been, in a certain sense, a crucial test for 
the University, through which it has gone successfully, and I think I am 
justified by the facts in saying that it now stands as high as at any period 
of its history in the estimation of the people of the State. There has 
been no adverse criticism, but much commendation expressed in the 
public press, while I have received expressions of cordial sympathy and 
earnest support from many of those who recently were lukewarm or hos- 
tile in their attitude. It is my firm conviction that by the careful and 
conscientious discharge of our duties, and by seeking to make the Uni- 
versity more and more adapted to the educational demands of our peo- 
ple, we may confidently look to the future not far distant, when it will 
not only be an honor to our State, but will also command the patronage 
of our neighboring States more largely than in the past 

The attendance during the year has largely increased, the catalogue this 
year showing an enrollment of 136, as against 107 last year and 96 for 
the year 1883-4. The students themselves have been diligent in study 
and gentlemanly in conduct, Indeed, it is due to them to say that the 
‘general remark among those who have been residents of Morgantown 
since the University was first established is, that we have never had a 
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more gentlemanly and orderly set of young men in attendance. Little 
occasion for discipline has arisen, but when necessary it has been prompt- 
ly and faithfully administered. 

I must express my high appreciation of the kindness and helpful coun- 
sel of the members of the Faculty, and their hearty co operation in what- 
ever measures have appeared to be for the advancement and growth of 
the University. 

A great historian has well said that the times when nations make their 
greatest advancement in civilization and the arts of life are the times 
which give little work for the historian’s pen. The same is true of 
literary institutions. There is little therefore to report of the work of 
the University, beyond what has been already said. There are some 
matters, however, which have come under my notice, during the year, 
to which I beg in the remainder of this report to call your attention: 
some of them matters of detail relating to the working of the machinery, 
others having reference to enlarging the work of the institution. 

1. There are some causes of friction in the work of the University 
which should be removed. 


SENIOR VACATION, . 


The first of these is the senior vacation, which begins four weeks 
before Commencement. It is the judgment of the Faculty that this va- 
cation should be abolished. As the University is now organized there 
are no classes arranged upon the old curriculum plan. Senior students 
may be in the same classes with students who have two more years of study 
before them before reaching the end of the course. As a consequence 
those classes in which seniors are students must finish the course of study 
four weeks before Commencement in order that the seniors may be ex- 
amined, thus leaving idle those who are not seniors; or the seniors must 
be examined four weeks before the end of the course of study in these 
classes. Either of these methods makes trouble, and the only way out 
of the difficulty is to abolish the senior vacation, and leave the time for 
the examination of candidates for degrees to the discretion of the Facul- 
ty. I therefore recommend the repeal of the fourth section of chap- 
ter 6 of the Rules and Regulations, 


* TIME OF HOLDING EXAMINATONS, 


Another cause of confusion is the provision of chapter 6, section 1, 
which allows each professor to hold an examination at any time he 
chooses. This creats great confusion and demoralization in the other 
classes where recitations are going on at the same time that examina- 
tions are being held in a particular study. Students lose two or three 
recitations and in many instances cannot afford the loss. This system, 
or rather want of system, practically.breaks up all recitations for two or 
three weeks. It is the judgment of the Faculty that this should be chang- 
ed. Examinations should be held at stated times, to be determined by 
the Faculty as a body; say at the end of each term, or before the holi- 
days and at the end of the year. The more smoothly the order of ex- 
ercises runs the better for the order and discipline of the University. I 
respectfully suggest the following substitute for section 1, chapter 6, on 
this subject : 

“Regular examinations in all classes shall be held at such times as the 
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Faculty may appoint, and at such other times as each professor may 
deem desirable in his school, provided such examination does not inter- 
fere with the regular recitations in other classes.” 


RULE REQUIRING STUDY HOURS-OF STUDENTS IN THE PREPARATORY 
DEPARTMENT. 


My attention was called at the beginning of the college year to the re- 
quirements of the third chapter of the Rules and Regulations, 1n regard 
to the Preparatory Department, and the resolution passed by the Board 
of Regents at their last meeting requiring students in that department 
to remain in school at least six hours per day, under the personal super: 
vision of the principal. This appeared to be a very reasonable and prop- 
er requirement. It was found, however, upon investigating the facts of 
the situation, that it could not be carried out in the spirit in which the 
Board evidently intended it. First, because only a few of the prepara 
tory students, comparatively, have studies exclusively in that depart- 
ment, and no rule is laid by which to determine what students shall be 
classed as preparatory students. Secondly, because many of those hav- 
ing studies exclusively in the Preparatory Department are young men of 
equal age and discretion with the majority of those who have studies in 
the academic or collegiate department, and the rule in the case of these 
students seemed to be inequitable. Thirdly, because if all students hav- 
ing preparatory studies are required to be kept in the study room as re- 
quired by the rule ın question, there is no room in the University build- 
ings large enough to seat them comfortably except the Chapel and the 
Commencement Hall. In addition to these facts, the physical discom- 
fort of having ninety young men kept together in a room for three hours, 
breathing vitiated air, where recitations are going on all the time and 
distracting their attention from their studies, some going out to other 
rooms for recitations, and others returning, makes the problem by no 
means easy. It has, therefore, upon a view of the whole field, been 
thought proper not to enforce this rule, as the enforcement of it would not 
have effected the object which the Board had in view—namely, the prop- 
er supervision of the younger students in their study hours without im- 
posing hardships upon older students who happen to come within the 
letter of the rule, by being preparatory students. Indeed, I do not see 
how, in the present organization of the University, any rule on the sub- 
ject can be made, except one prescriping that students under a certain 
age, say sixteen or seventeen, shall be required to study in the class room 
at certain hours. Under the present system a student may enter the 
preparatory classes in Mathematics and Latin, and take the course of 
constitutional law in the Law Department, and Botany in the Collegiate 
Department, as has been done this year. Other than that suggested 
above, there is but one way, so far as I can see, to reach the difficulty, 
and -that is to separate the Preparatory Department entirely from the 
other departments of the University, and not allow preparatory students 
to take studies in the other departments. "This would work hardships 
in the case of many students who come prepared for advanced standing 
in some studies while in others they are deficient. Thisis one of the evils 
resulting from the almost total lack of preparatory schools in the State, 
where young men can get the necessary preparation for college. Until 
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this want is measurably supplied, the problem now under discussion will 
remain insoluble except as above suggested. 


ADDITIONAL INSTRUCTION IN THE PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT 


2. I beg to call your attention to the necessity for additional teach- 
ing force in the Preparatory Department. No two men can efficiently 
teach the number of students who are enrolled in the various classes of 
that department. The Rules and Regulations require that it “shall be 
separated into small classes, so that students applying for admission at ` 
any stage of the term or course, may in all instances be accommodat- 
ed.” This is proper and right, and for the special reason that the instruc- 
tion in that department; which is mainly disciplinary in its character, can 
be given in no other way. In order that each student may get the ben- 
efit of that mental drill which is mainly the purpose of the preparatory 
studies, the classes must be small, and for that reason there must be a 
larger number of instructors, comparatively, than would be required for 
the same number of students in the higher branches. 1 therefore recom- 
mend that an additional instructor be provided for that department. 
This can be done at comparatively small cost, as there are in every grad- 
uating class young men who expect to teach for a number of years be- 
fore entering upon the main business of hfe. From these, competent 
assistants can always be supphed for the Preparatory Department. If 
this policy were pursued, and it was understood that assistants would be 
taken from the graduating classes when needed, it would act as a stimu- 
lus to the young men—some ot them at least—in the collegiate studies. 
The selection of these assistants could be delegated to the President of 
the University and the Principal of the Preparatory Department, upon 
whose recommendation the Executive Committee would employ'them, 
at such salary as the Board of Regents may prescribe. ` 

This policy would have another incidental result of marked benefit to 
the University; namely, to supply rom me to time teachers of ex- 
perience who would go out into the State to take charge of high schools 
and academies and make them training schools, to some extent at least, 
for the University. It seems to me that the time has come when we 
should adopt some settled policy in these matters, looking to the future 
growth and development of this institution as well as to its present needs 
All educational institutions are a matter of growth, and they can grow 
only by adopting and acting upon some line of policy carefully matured 
and suited to the conditions of their environment 


SCHOOL OF RHETORIC AND ENGLISH 


I have to ask your endorsement of the action of the Faculty in adding 
another school or professorship to the list of studies provided for in the 
Collegiate Department, or rather the sub-division into two professorships 
of what has heretofore been attempted in the School of English. By the 
terms of my acceptance of the Presidency, I was to be released from 
teaching during the first year. This was insisted on in order that I 
might have my full time to study the details of the organization and be- 
come familiar with the working machinery of the University. Having 
accomplished this object, to some extent at least, I am now ready to un- 
dertake a part of the teaching. The President, being the executive 
Officer and charged with the general management, ought not to be re- 
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quired to do the full work of a professor, because of the necessary tax 
upon his time At the same time it is highly important that he should be 
brought into personal contact, as far as possible, with all the students. 
These reasons, and the additional consideration that the School of Eng 
lish has too much work in the course for one man to teach or the stud- 
ents to acquire, in two years, has led me, with the consent of the Faculty, 
to make a division of the School of English into two separate schools. 
One of these is to be called ‘‘the School of Rhetoric,” taught by the 
President, occupying two years, with an introductory year in the Pre- 
paratory Department, The other is to be the “School of English" as at 
present, and taught by the present able instructor in that school. For 
the details of the course of study in these two schools as re-organized, 
I respectfully refer you to the announcements in the annual catalogue for 
this year, pages 40 and 47. 

From this it will be seen that this change contemplates more work to 
be done in the Department of English than has heretofore been required. 
Indeed, until recently, in most of our colleges the study of our mother 
tongue, in its philological and historical relations, has been almost entire- 
ly neglected. In the best institutions the tendency now is to devote 
more time to English in its various departments of study, and less, 
comparatively, to foreign tongues. Itis unpardonable that college grad- 
uates should have a critical knowledge of Latin and Greek, French and 
German, and yet be comparatively ignorant of the wonderful treasures 
stored up for us in our own vernacular. 

As all students will be required to take the course in Rhetoric, it will 
necessitate a sub-division of classes, so that I shall have five hours class- 
room work each week, besides elocutionary drill, and the examination 
and criticism of essays, 

You are therefore requested formally to endorse the action of the 
Faculty in the re-organization and distribution of the studies of the 
School of English as above detailed. 


7 TUITION FEES IN LAW AND MEDICINE. 


There is some confusion in the matter of tuition fees which ought to - 
be removed. Chapter 13 of the Rules and Regulations fixes tuition fees 
at $8.00 per term or $24.00 per year in the University Department for 
West Virginia students, and $12.50 per term or $37.50 per year for other 
students. *By referring to the catalogue for several years past it will be 
seen that the fees in the Law School are put at $15.00 per year and in 
the Medical Department at $10.00 per year. There seems to be no au- 
thority for these last two rates, and some difference of opinion has arisen 
as-to what is the proper fee in the Law and Medical Departments. No 
one, as far as 1 have enquired, seems to know upon what authority these 
rates of tuition were placed in the catalogue. 


FEES FOR DIPLOMAS AND MATRICULATION. 


` While on this subject, it appears anomalous that the contingent fee of 
$2,00 per term should be continued as the only charge made against all 
students except cadets. There is no charge for tuition for West Virginia 
students, none for use of library, none for diplomas, nor for any other 
of the various items of expense, except the contingent fee, which for any 
practical purpose is ridiculously small. 244 colleges, so far as my infor 
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mation goes, exact a matriculation fee of all new students, besides a con- 
tingent fee. I submit for your consideration the question of the ex- 
pediency of requiring candidates for degrees to pay at least the cost of 
their diplomas and fixing a fair charge for matriculation. 


MEDICAL DEPARTMENT 


There is much unfavorable criticism, among those who take more or 
less interest in the University, of the present status of the Medical De- 
partment. The time seems to have come when some decided action 
should be taken by the Board of Regents, either to abolish it altogether 
as a department of the University, or to thoroughly organize 1t and make 
it in fact what it now only isin name. For myself, I do not believe a 
medical department can be made a success at Morgantown, as it might 
be made if established at Wheeling My reasons are these: First, there 
are medical schools in almost every large city 1n the United States fully 
equipped for their work, baving the advantage of. local hospitals and 
clinical lectures where almost all forms of disease and their treatment 
may be practically studied, These facilities cannot be supplied at Morgan- 
town. Secondly, the cost of a medical department, equipped and fur- 
nished as it ought to be, and having the requisite number of instructors 
required by the progress of modern medical science, is far beyond any 
sum that the Legislature can reasonably be expected to devote to this 
department. These medical colleges are located in large cities, because 
there, besides the facihties already mentioned, men can be had at com- 
paratively small salaries, the work' being divided among a large number, 
who are thus required to devote only a portion of their time to mstruc- 
tion, the larger part of 1t being given to their regular practice This we 
cannot do at Morgantown. Thirdly, because nothing less than a first- 
class medical school ought to be considered desirable, as it certainly 
could not attract the students who desire to be thorough and exact in 
their profession. 

For these reasons I think that this department cannot in any reason- 
able time, or at any reasonable expense, be made a success at Mogan- 
town. If established at Wheeling—the oily place in the State afford- 
ingthe facilities above enumerated—it may reasonably be expected to suc- 
ceed. There the school would have the benefit of hospitals and clinical 
practice and a large corps of resident physicians from whom to choose 
the professors of the various branches of medical science and practice. 


PROFESSORSHIP OF ENGINEERING. 


If it is deemed expedient to discontinye the medical department as 
such, and provide temporarily for such instruction as ought to be given 
to all students in the study of Anatomy, Physiology and Hygenie, there 
is another professorship which ought to be established in the scienüfic 
course of the collegiate department, namely, a professorship or school 
of Civil and Mining Engineéring,including Mechanical Drawing (I no- 
tice that ex-President W. L. Wilson made a similar recommendation in his 
report to the President of the Board of Regents, made in January, 1883) 
This can be done at very little increase of expense to the salary fund. 
The development of our State for.the next quarter of a century must be 
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in the line of railroad building and mining; and the State University 
ought to furnish facilities to its young men to qualify themselves for this 
work,

OTHER NEEDED SCIENTIFIC DEPARTMENTS. 


On the scientific side of our course of study there is need of additional 
instruction in other departments. As now organized, all the scientific 
instruction, or rather, instruction in science, is given by two professors 
—White and Whitehill. In order to make the course in science com- 
plete there ought to be at least two additional professors; one of Biology 
and the other of Physics and Astronomy. I do not recommend, how- 
ever, at this time, the establishment of these chairs. But we must keep 
them in mind for the future. 

When these additions shall have been made, we may justly claim the 
best organized and most thoroughly equipped institution for higher ed- 
ucation in the Ohio. Valley. S

In order, however, to secure the services of thoroughly competent 
men for the new professorships, as indeed also to retain our present able 
corps of instructors in the face of inducements offered to them else- 
where, I deem it of great importance that the salaries of the professors 
be placed upon a better financial footing than at present. Without ex- 
ception, so far as I know, the professors who have been called to other 
institutions from the University are receiving larger salaries than those 
we pay. We may expect this to be the case in the future, unless the 
salary standard is raised to such a figure as will reasonably meet the ne- 
cessities of men who occupy such positions as these. I therefore fully 
endorse the paper accompanying this report, embodying resolutions and 
a statement of facts upon this subject adopted by the Faculty of the 
University and addressed to you for your consideration. 

In this connection it may be of value to know what salaries are paid 


in other State institutions. I cite such as I have-been able to gather.

- It will thus be seen that the salaries paid here are at least $600 less 
than the lowest paid in the above named institutions, and quite $1,000 
less than the average. I do Mot believe in paying extravagant salaries, 
but I do believe in paying such salaries as will reasonably relieve the 
instructors in the University from the harrassing worry of constant 
anxiety as to how they can support their families decently and be out of 
debt at the end of the year, to say nothing of saving anything against 
the-time when they will be unable to earn a living for their families. 

The Board of Regents is authorized to erect houses for the professors 
and for the President, and it seems to me that the time has come when 
steps to this end should be taken. Few of our professors have the 
means to purchase property for themselves, and renting is difficult often- 
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times, and always unsatisfactory in a smalltown. Until these houses 
have been erected and are ready for occupancy it seems to me only 
right that a fair increase in the salaries now paid should be made. 


APPROPRIATION FOR CHEMICAL LABORATORY. 


Since the preceding part of this report was written, the Professor of 
Chemistry has handed me a statement, addressed to your Honorable 
Body, setting forth the needs of that department for the coming year. 
From a personal inspection of the Laboratory and a somewhat careful 
examination of the apparatus, it is evident that at least the sum stated 
in the report of Prof. Whitehill will be needed for apparatus and exper- 
iment during the next .college year. The statement alluded to is pre- 
sented as part of this report.

Also a statement of the Professors in the Law School asking for the.ap- 
propriation of a sum of money to purchase needed books for use in that : 
school. I call your attention specially to the facts cited in this state- 
ment, and concur in the request made therein. It is very essential for 
the proper training of law students that they should have access to books 
of decisions, and other authorities so as to form and fix the habit of 
thorough investigation of legal questions. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, I beg to repeat the statement made in this 
report, that by careful and prudent measures, based upon some defined 
. policy for the future, it is my firm conviction that the growth and pros- 
perity of our valued University will be assured. If wisely managed, 
and governed in accordance with the most intelligent and christian sen- 
timent of our people, they will give iv their hearty and loyal support.

West VIRGINIA UNIVERSITY, May 25th, 1885. 


To the Board of Regents of the West Virginia University: 
GENTLEMEN : 
I have the honor to lay before you the following report : 


The session of 1884-5 of the West Virginia University opened on 
September 3d, 1884, with aslarge a number of students as usual, and, 
as the catalogue will show, the total number enrolled for the year has 
increased to one hundred and seven (107). 

I am happy, also, to be able to state that the standard of scholarship 
is still rising, and the students, with only a few exceptions, have been 
doing good and solid work. 

In accordance with provisions made by your honorable body, a change 
was made in the personnel of the Faculty about November rst. Lieu- 
tenant James L. Wilson, of the United. States Army, having been de- 
tailed by the Secretary of War, entered upon his duties as Command- 
ant of Cadets. Soon thereafter he also entered upon the duties of Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics, to which he was assigned by your instructions. 

Notwithstanding the care taken by the revisers of the present Uni- 
versity Laws several of them have been found to be ambiguous, and it 
is asked that they be so amended as to make them plainer. 

T. Assistant Instructors, and Tutors in the Preparatory Department, 
have never been considered entitled to a vote in the Faculty, and the 
revisers intended to propose no change in this respect, but, from chap- 
ter II, sections 1 and 6 (pp. 3 and 4), a different interpretation has been 
put upon the laws and-the tutors are now allowed to vote. tis asked 
that you will decide the question one way or the other, 

II. Permission is asked to strike out the clause, **or be recommended 
for a degree," from Rule 6, chapter VIII, page 7, so that the rule may 
read thus : 
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6. Before a student shall be entitled to enter a higher class in each 
sschool, he shall have attained a minimum standing of (6) six. 


It is also asked.that the following rule be added to that chapter:  - 


7. No student shall be declared a graduate in any school or part of a 
school who has not attained a standing of 7.50 on a scale of 1o in the 
Senior Class or classes thereof. 


The tendency of the law, as it now stands, is to lower the standard 
of scholarship instead of raising it—the very last thing in the world that 
it was intended to propose. : e 

III.-There has also been great diversity of opinion about the mean- 
ing of the words ** regular University Schools” in sec. 3, chap. IX, un- 
der the head of ** Rules for Essay." Some of the Faculty have inter- 
preted the law to exclude all students who are exclusively in the Law 
and Medical Schools and in the Preparatory Department: Others have 
thought that students of Law and Medicine ought to be included. To 
avoid making invidious distinctions it is asked that you will interpret 
the law for us. 

IV. The general interpretation that has been put upon rule 3, chap. 
X, page 8, is that permission must be obtained from the Chairman or 
presiding officer of the Faculty before any student can attend religious 
services on the Sabbath. This was not intended, and the following 
rule is proposed as a substitute : 


3. All students will be encouraged to attend on Sabbath the public 
religious services of their choice. 


I am instructed by the Faculty to ask that you will consider the pro- 
priety of heating the two buildings of the University by steam, as is set 
forth in the accompanying document marked A. 

Permission is also asked by the Faculty to defer the publication of 
the annual catalogue until after Commencement. \ 

_ Attention is respectfully called to the accompanying communication 
from the United States Department of Agriculture, marked B. The 
unanimous petition of the Faculty is hereby presented, asking that you 
will take such action thereon as you may deem best. 

I am further instructed by the Faculty to reccommend that the Mas- 
ter’s Degree in the Arts and Sciences be conferred upon the graduates 
of 1881-2, viz: T. R. Boyd, Z. K. Brown, D. H. Courtney, A. L. Cox, 
Theophilus E. Hodges, E. D. Jeffries, J. H. Lawhead, G. C. Lewis and 
James H. Stewart. And that the Bachelor's Degree be conferred upon 
the rnembers of the class of the present year, viz: N. D, Adams, R. 
Armstrong, A. B. Bush, H. Fleming, B. W. Meadows, R. W. Tapp and ` 
J. D. Sweeney. 

The- following members of the Law Class are also recommended for 
the Degree of Bachelor of Laws, viz: B. L. Keenan, F. Lively, R. E. 
McKinley, J. H. Stewart, W. S. Stewart and H. J. Sturgis. 

A revised copy of the rules, marked C, is filed herewith for conve- 
nience of reference.
